that Jester gave of his powers as a ventrilo- 
quist that convulsed the court, lawyers, 
spectators, and the prisoner with laughter. 

The defense for the first time conducted a 
sharp and vigorous cross-examination. One 
witness for the State, who had described 
with great precision the color and character 
of Jester’s clothing when he saw him in 
1871, was forced to acknowledge that he 
had no idea what color or kind of clothing 
he wore himself at that time. 

The prosecution all the afternoon pursued 
a policy of systematically adding link after 
link to the evidence it has unearthed against 
Jester, covering every move made by him 
from the day he arrived in Indiana early in 
February, 1871, until his arrest the day he 
returned to Kansas in May of the same year. 
- William 8. Farlow of Indiana swore that 
he saw Jester drive into Franklin, Ind., in 
February. 1871, with two Wagons and two 
teams, and that Jester told him he —.— 
one of the outfits from a boy named Gilbe 
Gates, who became homesick out in — 
souri and sold out to him at a bar gain. 

Following Mr. Farlow, another link was 
added to the chain of evidence against 
Jester by the testimony of the old prison- 
er's nephew, Joseph H. Thompson of Rich- 
mond, Ind. He swore that Jester came to 
his home in March, 1871, remained 
nearly a month. He had a team and wagon 
answering to the description of that of Gil- 
bert Gates, which he said he secured on a 
wager with a homesick boy out in Missourt. 
He also had a black leather-covered trunk. 

After he left, Thompson testified, a sock 
marked with the name of A. A. Gate< as 
found secreted behind a corn bin in the 
parn. 

The next link added to the chain was 
forged by John W. Kennedy of Indiana, 
who went to Kansas with Jester on his ree 
turn trip in 1871. He swore that in Jester’s 
possession was a biack leather-covered 


trunk amswering to the description Mr. 

Gates gave of the one taken Weat by his 

son in 1870, and that out in Missour: one 

night Jester broke this trunk into pieces 

and burned it.

There were foolish men in the days of the 
fathers who scented the overthrow of re- 
publican institutions in the purchase of 
Louisiana. It is not strange, since folly is 
perennial, that there should be foolish men 
today who see “ imperialism in the acqui- 
sition of the Philippines. But if they wish 
to get rid of those islands to avert the 
fancied perils which alarm them they 
should address themselves to Congress asd 
the people. As the President says, © the 
future of these new possessions is in the 
keeping of Congress, and Congress is the 
servant of the. people.” It is useless to 
appeal to or to abuse the President. Ile 
cannot lawfully alienate American terri- 
tory. He cannot without becoming liable 
to impeachment withdraw troops from ter- 
ritory menaced by domestic or foreign foes. 
He cannot abandon Luzon to Aguinaldo. 
Congress yoted him men and money to put 
down the insurrection in the Philippines, 
which are American islands now. He 
use the men and money for that purpose, or 
he will violate his oath of office. ä 

Congress can order the withdrawal of the 
American troops from the Philippines. It 
can abandon them to Aguinaldo or it can | 
cede them to some foreign power. If the 
present Congress will not oblige the anti- 
imperialists” they must ask the people to 
elect a Congress that will do so. Since the 
days of Jefferson, however, “ anti-imperial- 
ist appeals to the people have been bar- | 
ren of results. 

In 1803 Mr. Jefferson said, apropos of 
Louisiana: “ With the wisdom of Congress 
“it will rest to take ulterior measures for 
“rendering the change of government a 
“blessing to our newly adopted brethren; 
“for securing to them the rights of con- 
“science and of property.” In 1899 Presi- 
dent McKinley says he believes Congress 
will legislate wisely for the Filipinos: 

They will not be governed as vassals or serfs 
or slaves—they will be given a government of lib- 
erty, regulated by law, honestly administered, 
without oppressing or exacting taxation, without 
‘tyranny, justice without bribery, education with- 
out distinction of socia! conditions, freedom of re- 
ligious worship, and protection in life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. 

These are the hopes of the President, but 
not the hopes of the “ anti-imperialists.” 
They wish the Filipinos to be lords of 
themselves—a “heritage of woe” in their 
case—and to become the slaves of Filipino 
despots or serfs of Kuropean rulers. Thus 
far the hopes of the President are those 
the people entertain. 


MAYOR AWD BRIDEWELL. 

If by shutting our eyes to them we could 
obviate the humiliating obligation of com- 
menting upon the Mayor’s breaches ‘of 
official] duty we would with untold relief in- 
dulge ourselves in silence. It is more than 
a sense of shame, however, which compels 
us to take note of such an abuse of the ap- 
pointing power as was set forth in a con- 
temporary yesterday concerning the bride- 
well. It is a sense of the consequences 
which result therefrom to human lives. 
Still more is it a sense that there is neither 
repentance in spirit nor reform in fact 
where both are demanded.

THE CASE OF OBERLIN CARTER. 

Captain Carter has had no difficulty in 
drawing his check for $5,000 in paynient of 
his There is a disposition in some 
querters to regard him as a martyr, while 
some think it curious that he was not fined 
more. The comparative smallness of the 
fine is due to the fact that the sum was 
the result of a compromise. As for those 
who doubt whether Captain Carter has 
been justly convicted, the moral and ma- 
terial evidence is all opposed to their view. 

Carter was tried by army officers, whose 
‘natural predisposition would be to exonerate 
a fellow-officer, Other things being equal, 
army men prefer to acquit in such cases, 
especially for such dishonorable offenses, 
because they believe a conviction tends to 
tarnish the honor of the whole army. But 
under the evidence submitted they could not | 
find Carter innocent. They unanimously 
found him guilty. Since that verdict was 
rendered the cnse has been reviewed and 
reviewed again by the whole range of au- 
thorities up to the President. It has been 
submitted both to the civil and to the mili- 
tary departments, and all have confirmed 
the verdict. 

Outside of the strictly legal proofs there 
are two circumstances that go to convince’ 
the layman of the justice of the verdict. 
One is the fact that no army officer has 
risen to declare his belief in Carter’s in- 
nocence, although all have had a chance to 
investigate the case, and many have done 
it. There is only the silence of acquiescence 
among the men who know him best and 
who have the most reason to wish him 
innocent. | 

The other fact is Carter’s complete fail- 
ure to explain where he got the large sums 
of money which it has been shown he han- 
dled while in charge of the Savannah con- 
tracts. He said his father-in-law had given 
him the money for investment. But when 
his father-in-law was called upon to cor- 
roborate this statement before the court- 
martial he did not respond. He went to 
Europe. He sent a letter from there, in 
which he said his son-in-law was innocent, 
but even this letter was not sworn to. It 
proves nothing more than that he was will- 
ing to do something for the sake of his 
daughter's memory. If he had been able to 
confirm Carter’s story without perjuring 
himself it is morally certain he would have“ 
dope so. He had every incentive thus to 
clear the good name of his family, and 
nothing would have been easier than to 
show when, why, and in what amounts he 
had sent this money to his son-in-law. If 
his absence in Europe was imperative he 
would have sent a sworn and itemized 
statement. The fact that this defense was 
advanced by Carter and was not supported 
by his principal witness is condemnatory. 

These circumstanees constitute the suffi- 
cient moral evidence on which the convic-

It seems that the other day when the Em- 
peror and Empress of Russia were staying 
with King Christian, their grandfather, or- 
ders were sent to one of the leading photog- 
raphers at Copenhagen to come without 
delay to the Bernsdorff palace for the Bur- 
pose of taking group pictures of the im- 
perial party stopping there. The photogra- 
pher brought along with him, not merely 
the camera for the group portraits, but like- 
wise another photographic apparatus, which 
I think is called the bibliograph, and which 
enables the taking of a rapid succession of 
snapshots. 

During the twenty minutes or so which 
elapsed before the royalties assembled and 
had grouped themselves into the necessary 
poses, the photographer availed himself of 
the opportunity to take a series of about 
sixty or seventy snap shots of the great per- 
so , without the latter having the 
slightest idea that they were being thus 
portrayed. Nor did he say anything about 
the matter until he had got back to Copen- 
hagen and developed the entire lot, which 
he at once placed on exhibition without even 
asking the permission of his illustrious 
clients.

Many of the snap shots are amusing, and 
above all exceedingly human, showing that 
even Emperors and Kings are fond of boy- 
ish pranks. Thus one of the pictures rep- 
resents the Czar running one of his young 
Danish cousins down the marble steps of 
the palace, holding the young Prince by the 


nape of his neck and the seat of his trousers. 


Another displays Princess Waldemar in the 
act of snatching the hat from the exceed 
ingly bald head of her brother-in-law, the 
King of Greece, in order to throw it at 
Princess Victoria of Wales. A third picture 
again shows the young Grand Duke Michael 
of Russia in the act of leaning over his aunt, 
the Princess of Wales, in order to tickle 
the ear of his married sister, the Grand 
Duchess Xenia, with a long straw, while a 
fourth exhibits the ruler of all the Russias 
in full flight, hotly pursued by the young 
Danish ce, whom he had so uncere- 
moniously conducted down the staircase. 

If this had taken place in Germany it is 
probable that the photographer would have 
been thrown into prison and sentenced to a 
more or less prolonged detention on charges 
of lese majesty. But at the palace of Berns- 
dorff it excited, on the contrary, the utmost 
hilarity. On h of the character of 
the pictures, which the bold photographer 
had placed on exhibitiqn in his windows, the 
Grand Duke Michael, Princess Victoria of 
Wales, and others of the young people pro- 
ceeded to the capital for the purpose of in- 
vestigating and reporting. They were 80 
much amused and delighted with the pic- 
tures that, far from being angry with the 
photographer, they insisted on his bringing 
the pictures up to the palace to show them 
to the two Empresses, to the King, and to 
the Czar, after which orders were given 
to him for numerous sets of the series, which 
are being distributed among the various 
relatives. Nor did the royal and imperial 
personages make any objection to the con- 
tinuance of the exhibition in the photogra- 
pher’s shop windows. In fact, they gave 
him free permission to put them on sale. 

I may add that one of the most attractive 
pictures of the lot appears to be one show- 
ing the young Czarina in the act of laughing 
heartily at some prank played upon her 
husband. All the pictures that have been 
published of her until now portray her in 
so serious a light as to convey an impres- 
sionof melancholy and unhappiness. More- 
over, they give one the idea of seif- con- 
sciousness pushed to a painful degree. The 
snap shot in question, however, will give to 
those who do not know her, except through 
pictures, an entirely new notion, both ot her 


character and of her beauty.

Let me add that Prince 
Ferdinand received the order of the Anun- 
ciation from King Humbert and the Black 
Eagle from Emperor William, as well as the 
St. Andrew from the Czar, so that he was 
entitled to look for the highest order at 
Vienna, which city he left just twelve years 
ago as a non-royal Princelet and mere Lieu- 
tenant of cavalry.
